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Extreme Ultraviolet Explorer Talk 
Slated for March Meeting 


NASAs Extreme Ultraviolet Explorer satellite 
will be launched in May to explore the last 
unmapped portion of the electromagnetic Sky. 
The telescopes will spend six months scanning 
the entire sky in the 100 to 1000 Angstrom 
wavelengths (about 50 nanometers) from its 
orbit 550 kilometers above the Earth’s surface. 
Once mapping is complete the duration of the 
mission will be spent observing specific 
astronomical objects of interest. 


The talk will briefly examine the history of 
EUV astronomy and why it is interesting. The 
bulk of the talk will center on the technical 
details of the EUVE mission. If you want a 
preview, there was a nice article about the 
EUVE in the February 1992 issue (page 161) 
of Sky and Telescope magazine. 


Just as an aside, we have an experiment on the 
upcoming SAREX shuttle mission and one of 
our people, Mike Lampton, is the backup 
payload specialist.

Guests 
were introduced and upgrades were announced.

There was a 15 minute recess before a very interesting 
program. V.P. Richard introduced Bob Case, 
agricultural biologist with Contra Costa County. He 
spoke on Biological Control of Insects. He gave a slide 
presentation and answered questions. The wasps, used 
to fight the white fly, are so small that 8-10 can fit on the 
head of a pin. The wasp lays an egg in the white fly 
nymph, which is then the host for the young wasp. They 
do not attack adult white flies. A state agriculture lab in 
Sacramento grows the wasps, among other insects used 
in biological control. California has over half of the 
biological control facilities in the United States. Water 
hyacinth is controlled by moths and weevils. Biological 
control gives growers a competitive edge. 


After the program, the drawing was held. Meeting 
closed at 9:45 PM.

The new total cost is 
expected to be approximately $1,300.00, depending on 
the inventoried value of the equipment.
